(Currently Amended) A method for updating enabling a second user to 
permit a first user to add to, an electronic phonebook of the first user, contact 
information of the second user , the method,_comprising: 

providing, by the second user, to the first user, a link or URL, clickable 

by the first user via a user device, the link or URL referencing a web application 

for updating the electronic phonebook; 

receiving a request from a first user to add contact information_of a 

second user to the electronic phonebook of the first user; wherein the request is 

detected when the first user accesses a URL provided by the second us e r to th e 

first user; 

wherein the link or URL includes a unique identifie r uniquely 
associated with the second user and used for accessing identifying the 
contact information of the second user; 

detecting a selection or click of the link or URL via the user device; 

in response to detection of the selection or click of the link or URL, 
invoking the web application for updating electronic phone book referenced by 
the link or URL; 

identifying the contact information of the second user based on the 
unique identifier that is uniquely associated with the second user ; 

dete rmining if th e request includes a cookie that is associated with th e 
electronic phonebook of the first user; and 

adding the contact information of the second user to the electronic 
phonebook of the first user in response to det e rmining that th e request includes 
th e cookie that is associat e d with the electronic phonebook .

12. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 10, wherein the contact 
information_comprises a name and a telephone number. 

13. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 10, wherein the contact 
information is a vCard.

15. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 10, wherein the unique 
identifier comprises a user- ID corresponding to the second user. 

16. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 10, wherein the unique 
identifier comprises telephone identifying information corresponding to the second user.

32. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 10, further comprising: 

requesting that the first user present authenticating information when th e 

request does not include a cookie that is associated with to identify the 

electronic phonebook of the first user; 

identifying the electronic phonebook of the first user based on the 

authenticating information; and 

adding the contact information of the second user to the electronic 

phonebook of the first user.

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34. (Currently Amended) A system that enables a second user to permit a 
first user to add to, an electronic phonebook of the first user, contact information of the 
second user , the system, comprising: 

means for, providing, by the second user, to the first user, a URL, 
clickable by the first user via a user device, the link or URL referencing a web 
application for updating the electronic phonebook; 

means for receiving an HTTP r e qu e st from a first user to add contact 
information of a second user to a phonebook of the first user; 

wherein the HTTP request is detect e d wh e n the first user accesses a URL 
provided by the second user to the first user; 

wherein the URL includes a unique identifier for identifying the contact 
information of the second user; 

means for, detecting a selection or click of the link or URL via the user 

device: 

means for, invoking the web application for updating electronic phone 
book referenced by the link or URL, in response to detection of the selection or 
click of the link or URL,; 

means for identifying the contact information of the second user based 
on the unique identifie r that is uniquely associated with the second user ; 

m e ans for d e termining if the request includ e s a cookie that is associated 
with the phonebook of the first user; and 

means for adding the contact information of the second user to the 
phonebook of the first user in r e spons e to determining that the request includes 
the cookie that is associated with the phon e book . 

35. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 34, further comprising: 
means for requesting that the first user present authenticating 

information when the request do e s not include a cookie that is associated with to 
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access the phonebook and to add the contact information of the second user to 
the phonebook of the first user; 

means for identifying the phonebook of the first user based on the 
authenticating information; and 

means for adding the contact information of the second user to the 
phonebook of the first user. 

36. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 34, further comprising: 
means for creating a new phonebook for when the request does not 

include a cooki e that is associated with th e phonebook of the first user; and 

means for adding the contact information of the second user to the new 
phonebook.

38. (Currently Amended) A method for updating enabling a sender to permit 
a recipient to add to, an electronic phonebook of the recipient, contact information of 
the sender using a single click , the method, comprising: 

sending, by the second user, to the first user, a URL, clickable by the 
first user via a user device, the URL referencing a web application for updating 
the electronic phonebook; 

receiving an HTTP request from a recipient to add contact information of 
a send e r to an el e ctronic phon e book of the recipient; 

wherein the HTTP request is detect e d when the r e cipi e nt clicks on a 
URL is_sent by the sender in an email to the recipient; 

wherein the URL includes a unique identifier uniquely associated with 
the sender and used for accessing id e ntifying the contact information of the 
sender; 

detecting the single click of the URL via the user device; 
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in response to detection of the single click of the URL, invoking the web 
application for updating the electronic phone book referenced by the URL; 

identifying the contact information of the sender based on the unique 
identifie r that is uniquely associated with the sender ; 

determining if the HTTP requ e st includes a cookie that is associat e d with 
the electronic phonebook of the recipient; 

adding the contact information of the sender to the electronic phonebook 
of the recipient in response to determining that the HTTP request includes the 
cookie that is associated with the electronic phonebook; 

requesting that the recipient present authenticating information when the 
HTTP request does not include the cooki e that is associated with the e lectronic 
phonebook of the recipient; 

identifying the electronic phonebook of th e recipient based on the 
authenticating information; and 

adding th e contact information of th e s e nder to the electronic phonebook 

of the recipient. 

39. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 38, wherein the URL is 
comprised in a .signature file of the sender attached in the email sent by 
the sender to the recipient. 

40. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 38, wherein the contact 
information comprises a name and a telephone number. 

41. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 38, wherein the unique 
identifier comprises telephone identifying information corresponding to the sender. 

42. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 38, wherein the contact 
information is a vCard. 
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43. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 38, wherein the unique 
identifier is a parameter specified in the URL comprising a user-ID 
corresponding to the sender. 

44. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 38, further comprising: 

creating a new user profile for the recipient when the request 
does not include a cookie that is associated with the first user profile ; and 

adding the data se t contact information of the sender to the new 
user profile of the recipient . 
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
